But Mr. Byrnes has taken steps to avoid the 
mistakes whereby Woodrow Wil.son lo.-;!. the 
country's {and the senate's) support for the 
League of Nations. He has had the counsel of 
two influential members, one Democrat and 
onr-nepnl)l!canv of "lhe~senatc foreign rela- 
tions committee. These senators have accom- 
panied him to Parl.^ In an obvlou.^ demonstra- 
tion of their support. 

Mr, Byrnes* propo.sal hns al.so. in efterl, 
forced Russia to pre.'ient positive proof of her 
good intentions in Europe. Russla'.s answer 
should be a clear Indication of whether the 
kremlin really wants it.'i recent enemy ren- 
dered mllUarlly Impotent for a gcnerallon 
to come, or whether its plan Is tor a com- 
munlzed Germany lo take ILs Balkanlxed 
place among the friendly Rovemments which 
now serve as buffers to Ru.-wla's western 
boundaries. 

At the same time, Mr. Byrne.s pives a defi- 
nite, if limited, answer to Mr. Churchill's plea 
Tor an Anglo-American alliance. In Mr 
Byrnes' plan there l,% no provision for mak- 
ing Germany a buffer state for western Eu- 
rope, either. There would be no more "zones' 
according to the proposed treaty, which sets 
up a commission of control to conduct in^ 
spectlons and Investigations "In any and all 
parts of German territory." 

Thm the secretary of stale ha,-; revived 
plan for Germany which, during the wn; 
was generally agreed to be prudent and 
necewary. Ha has made a wise provision for 
Germany's place with due regard for the 
United Nations as well as for the big four 

He has forsaken his somewhat hesitant 
earlier altitude by Initiating n plan which the 
other powers are almost bound to n 
least In principle, as an evidence of their good 
sense and good will. 

In short, Mr Byrnes' proposed alllanci 
seems, at its unveiling, to bo the prime ex- 
hibit of diplomacy which ha.s thus far been 
conceived by the Truman administration.
